MILLFIELD, Ohio, Nov. 7.— 


Shaken by the horror of the mine 
tragedy which took the lives of 79 
breadwinners, bereaved families to- 
day sorrowfully began 
making 


funeral arrangements for their 
dead while federal officials con- 
ducted a thorough Investigation 
into the cause of the overwhelming 


Funerals for the victims of the 


explosion which ripped number six 
mine of the Sunday Creek Coal 
Company were to be held at In- 
tervals 'today and torrorrow. Only 
19 of the crew of mine workers, 
who were caught in the blast-de- 
luge, survived the disaster. Sixteen 
of them were being treated in a 
hospital at Athens today. All were 
expected to recover. 


MEVE IS SILENT 


Mine number six, which was a 


bee-hive of feverish rescue work 
yesterday, today stood, wrecked 
and silent, as a monument to tue 
terrible disaster. There was 'it- 
tie activity there today with the 
exception of the federal investiga- 
tion into the causes of the fatal 
explosion. 


Officials of the United States 


Bureau of Mines entered the work- 
ings of the blast-torn mine on a 
thorough and painstaking inspec- 
tion tour. They were expected' to 
report on their findings in severed 
days.

as to the cause of the explosion. 
One that was given considerable 
credance was that pressure from 
beneath caused the floor of rhe 
drift to lift, affecting what is 
technically known as a "squeeze," 
which burst out the portals of the

An open carbide lamp 
probably ignited the gas and cau- 
eed the explosion, it was believed.

In western Pike county there .-s 


quite a strip of high prairie land 
knov/n as the Beech Flats. As the 
name would indicate, this section 
was once heavily timbered with 
Beech trees, but only a few rem- 
nants of that great Beech forest 
remains. Man has cleared the laud 
of these useless trees and planted 
on their site, corn, wheat and clov- 
er. 


Not long ago Floyd Hartley and 


I motored down to these flats Dop- 
ing, to find some new plants. We 
were directed, by a kindred friend 
living in Bainbridge, to the last 
vestige of those flats. He told us 
that we could identify the place 
by the many crayfish holes in the 
ground. In normal seasons the sur- 
face of this particular place is cov- 
ereS by v/ater, hence the crayfish. 
When the water disappears 
Hie 


crayfish are forced to dig wells, 
so to speak, and in these wells 
they make their homes until the 
water returns, coming to the sur- 
face frequently for air. I have nev- 
er yet been able to determine on 
what a crayfish subsists in times 
like this; as they are voracious 
eaters, as any fisherman vail at- 
test, oftimes cannabalistic. Their 
food consists of anything that they 
can capture and hold in their 
strong pincers, whether it be a 
fish, snake, caddis fly, stone tly, 
water tiger, helgramite, frog, toad, 
or one of their own race, provid- 
ed they are able to overcome th°m 
in battle. They, too, as we /iu- 
mans, have to make the best of 


drought, living within their means 
and meeting the conditions with a 
placid and stoic understanding. 


We had hoped to find geiitims 


growing here, also prairie 1km.:*. 
remnants of a flora that e.\it,i.ed in 
Ohio before the valleys wete form- 
ed. But the drouth and the pil- 
ing stock had destroyed cveiv\ tin-is, 
save some sedges and coati.- j;ra -.- 
es, and these were so tramped and 
scorched that their beauty was 
gone.We wandered here and thei,», 
back and forth, searching dilhgent- 


, ly with no results. 
Our shadows 


j were beginning to lengthen, over- 


j head the night hawks were flying, 


i we were sixty miles from horn", 


empty handed, tired and -pietly 
much discouraged, and the day al- 
most spent. As we leaned against 
a fence to rest, we could think of a 
dozen or more places that we could 
have gone and been better reward- 
ed 
About a quarter of a mile in 


front of us was a small tract of 
timber, our only hope. Was 
,t 


worth while to waste any more 
time? 


One never knows for sure whit 


is around the bend until he goes 
around and sees for himself, so, 
with a prospector's determination 
to try one more 
place 
before 


throwing away his pick and shovel, 
we trudged on to this likely spot 
The nearer we drew, the more dis- 
couraging it looked, and when at 
last we didget there we were mo-*e 
thoroughPy "disgusted. For us the 
day was done. We did not think 
that the scratches we might re- 
ceive if we penetrated the briars 
and rough weeds that hedged the 
woods, would be ample pay lur 
our effort. Tired, disgusted and 
discouraged, we were about 
to

growers must observe in the fall 
is to provide' protection to their 
trees against mice and 
rabbits. 


There are many devices that may 
be used to avoid injury from these 
rodents. It is very much easier to 


j prevent injury than it is to correct 


1 the damage done. 


Grass and litter about the base 


of the tree should be removed to
